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MONTHLY ABSTRACT. 


January 18, 1836.—The Right Rev. Bishop Ives, of North Car- 


olina, was present at the meeting held this evening. 

The Secretary and General Agent reported that he had preached, 
on the last Sunday, in Christ Church, and in the Church of the Holy 
Evangelists, in this city. The result of the appeal in the first men- 
tioned Church was not known, as the contributions were to be made 
through its parochial ‘‘Association.” In the latter Church, the col- 
lection amounted to $100; a sum which under the circumstances of 
that Church afforded strong evidence of the lively interest which 
it feels in the sacred cause of Missions. 

At this meeting, the Committee adopted suitable instructions for 
the Missionaries in this department of the Society, and directed a 
copy of them to be furnished to each Missionary in the employ- 
ment of this Committee. 

The Rev. Sherlock A. Bronson was appointed Missionary to 
Lancaster and Somerset, Ohio. 

At a previous meeting of the Domestic Committee, a special 
Committee had been appointed to inquire into the expediency of 
this Committee endeavouring to introduce the use of Family Char- 


ity-Boxes, as a mode of carrying into effect a plan of systematic Char-: 


ity, in furtherance of the objects of this department of Missions, 
That Committee made a full report, which is entered at length on 
the minutes, approving the measure and recommending its adop- 
tion. The report waslaid on the table; and after being called up at 
subsequent meetings, was, for special reasons, having no relation 
to the merits of the question, finally made the order for the first 
Monday in April. 
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Among the communications read at this meeting was a long and 
highly interesting letter from the Right Rey. Bishop Kemper, writ- 
ten just after his arrival at St. Louis. . 


January 25.—The Rev. Mr. Dorr, Secretary and General Agent, 
being absent from the city on the business of his agency, the Rev. 
James D. Carder was appointed Secretary of the Domestic Com- 
mittee, during the Rev. Mr. Dorr’s absence. 

The resignation of the Rev. Henry T'ullidge, as Missionary to 
Galena, Illinois, was read and accepted. 

The resignation also of the Rev. Mr. Foxcroft, who had on the 
11th instant, been appointed Missionary to Key West, Florida, 
was read and accepted. 

The report of a Special Committee on funds not specifically ap- 
propriated, made at a previous meeting, was called up, and the 
resolutions for the guidance of the Treasurer, and the Committee, 
therein recommended, were adopted and directed to be communi- 
cated to the Foreign Committee. 


February 1.—The Secretary reported that he had prepared tabu- 
lar statements of the liabilities of this department, its Missionaries, 
Missionary stations, &c. for the use of the Committee. 

The Rev. Palmer Dyer, was authorized to draw upon the Trea- 
surer for $175, as a compensation for Missionary services, ren- 
dered in Illinois, during a part of 1834 and 1835. 

~The Secretary was authorized to inform the Rt. Rev. Bishop 
Kemper, that the Committee would procure a Missionary for Jef- 
ferson Barracks, Missouri, as soon as possible. 

The Ladies’ Missionary Association of Grace Church, Jamaica, 
having placed $200 with the Committee, for a specific purpose, 
and several letters on the subject having passed between the Com- 
mittee and that Association, the Committee adopted the following 
resolutions :— 

Resolved, ‘That the Rt. Rev. Bishop Kemper and the Rev. 
Samuel R. Johnson, be informed that the sum of $200 has been 
sent to our Treasurer, from the Ladies’ Missionary Association of 
Grace Church, Jamaica, L. 1—and that the donors request, that 
the same may be applied in the purchase of a site or sites for the 
erection of a Church or Churches, in the discretion of Bishop Kem- 
per and Mr. Johnson ; therefore Bishop Kemper and Mr. Johnson, 
are respectfully requested to draw for the same on our Treasurer, 
to be applied according to the will of the donors. 

Resolved, That a copy of the correspondence between this Com- 
mittee and the Ladies’ Missionary Association of Grace Church, 
rie be forwarded to Bishop Kemper, with the above reso- 

ution. 

Several letters having at different times been sent to this Com- 
mittee, which were not originally addressed to it, the following 
resolution was adopted :— 

Resolved, That all letters and extracts of letters, not addressed 
to some one of the officers of this Committee, in his official ca-

pacity, but forwarded by others with the view of furnishing infor- 
mation, or for any other cause, shall be reported by the Secretary ; 
and, unless a vote of the Committee shall otherwise determine, 
they shall, as a matter of course, be referred to some Standing or 
Special Committee, and, upon their report, shall be read or not, as 
this Committee may direct. 

Smithland and Paducah, Kentucky, were madea Missionary sta- 
tion, and $250 appropriated for the support of a Missionary there. 

Among the letters read, was one from the Rev. Henry Tullidge, 
explaining the reason of his leaving his station at Galena, Illinois. 
The Secretary was directed to inform Mr. ‘Tullidge, that the Com- 
mittee are satisfied with’ the reasons which he ‘has assigned for 
leaving his station, and should he, at any future time, be disposed 
to become a Missionary again, the Committee will be happy to se- 
cure his services. 

The Rev. Thomas A. Cook, of the diocese of South Carolina, 
was appointed a Missionary of the Society. 

The Secretary was directed to inform the Rt. Rev. Bishop Otey, 
that the Committee approve of his proposal to authorize the ‘Trea- 
surer of the Convention of his diocese, to draw upon the Treasurer 
of this Committee, quarterly, for the salaries of such Missionaries 
as he may appoint; the aggregate of such salaries not being more 
than the sum this Committee have appropriated to his diocese. A 
resolution was passed, requesting the Rt. Rev. Bishop Otey, to 
communicate to this Committee, from time to time, the names of 
such Missionaries as he may appoint, and the stations to which 
they are assigned; together with the fact, that they do not receive 
respectively more than $250 per annum. 

The following resolution was adopted, and the Secretary direct- 
ed to publish it in the periodicals of the Church, in his diserection. 

Resolved, unanimously, that the Secretary be directed to write 
to the Rev. Richard F. Cadle who has long been a faithful and de- 
voted Missionary in the employment of the Society, informing him 
that this Committee having ascertained that Mr. Cadle, after leay- 
ing the Mission School at Green Bay, which was founded and so 
long and faithfully conducted by his exertions, labored among the 
Oneida Indians at Duck Creek, as a Missionary for the space of 
more than fourteen months; and whereas it appears-to this Com- 
mittee, that, owing to some misunderstanding or mistake, the Rev. 
Mr. Cadle never has received any compensation for his services 
there, though a vote of the late Executive Committee, passed on 
the 8th of Dec. 1834, appropriated to him $250 per annum, and an 
outfit of $50; that, therefore, the Rev. Mr, Cadle, be requested 
now to permit this Committee to pay him for his services: and 
the Secretary is hereby directed to transmit the draft of the Treas- 
urer to Mr. Cadle for the sum of $350, with a copy of this resolu- 
tion, and an expression of the cordial respect, confidence, and af- 
fection of this Committee towards Mr. Cadle, as.a man and a 
Christian Minister; as also of regret on the part of this Committee _ 
that his tried and faithful services are lost for the present to ai 
cause of Missions in the Church. 
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February 8.—The Secretary read a letter from the Rev. Dr. 
Milnor, Secretary and General Agent of the Foreign Committee, 
informing: this Committee that the Foreign Committee has concurred 
in the resolutions passed by this Committee, January 25, relative 
to funds not specifically appropriated. 

The Secretary also read a letter from the Corresponding Secre- 
tary of the Protestant Episcopal Female Tract Society of Balti- 
more, informing this Committee, that that Society have placed 
500 copies of each of their late tracts, and the same number of any 
they may hereafter publish, at the disposal of this Committee. 
Resolutions were passed directing the Secretary to return the 
thanks of the Committee to that Society for their liberal donation, 
and requesting the Society to retain the Tracts in their possession 
subject to the future direction of the Committee. 

Florence, Alabama, was made a Missionary station, and the Rev. 
Mr. Cook assigned to it. ‘The usual appropriation of $250 for 
his salary was made. 

The salary of the Rev. Abraham Bronson, which, on the 11th 
January, had been fixed at $150, was raised to $200. 


February 15.—At the meeting held this evening, resolutions 
were adopted, the purport of which was that Shelbyville, Kentucky, 
be continued a Missionary station, with an appropriation of $250 
for the support of its Missionary; and Bishop Smith be informed 
that the Committee will exert itself to procure a Missionary for it, 
or will appoint to that station any Clergyman whem he would ap- 
prove and recommend. 

The Right Rev. Bishop Kemper having informed the Committee 
that the Rev. Joseph L. Darrow was usefully employed in estab- 
lishing the Church at several places in Madison, and St. Clair 
counties, Illinois; and having recommended his appointment as 
Missionary in those two counties, the Domestic Committee ap- 
pointed Mr. Darrow their Missionary there, and appropriated to 
him a salary of $250. 

Bishop Kemper having also informed the Committee, that the 
Rev. Palmer Dyer was very useful as a Missionary at Peoria, Illi- 
nois, the Secretary was directed to correspond with Mr. Dyer on 
the subject of his return to that station. Mr. Dyer has since de- 
clined to return. 

So much of a letter from Bishop Kemper, read at this meeting, as 
related to the subject of a Tract on the Building of Churches, was 
referred to a special Committee. 

A resolution was adopted making Vincennes, Indiana, a Mission- 
ary station, and appropriating $250 for the support of a Mission- 
ary there. 

The late Executive Committee having made an appropriation of 
$250 per annum to aid in the support of a Missionary at Navarino, . 
M. T., and this Committee having incidentally learned that the Rev. 
Richard F. Cadle, long a faithful and useful Missionary of this So- 
ciety, had accepted the Rectorship of the Church at that place, the 
Committee adopted resolutions requesting Mr. Cadle to become the 
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Missionary there, and appropriating to him a salary of $250 to 
commence in’ August last. 
Much other business was also transacted at this meeting. 


February 22.—The Secretary reported that he had had corres- 
pondence with the Rectors of the several Churches in the City of 
Philadelphia, who last year generously pledged themselves to sup- 
port each a Missionary in the Western States, and thus afforded an 
example which it was hoped would provoke others, having the 
means, to do likewise. 

Among the letters read at this meeting were interesting commu- 
nications from the Right Rev. Bishop Kemper, and the Rev. Messrs. 
Gregory and Davis. 

Other important businéss, omitted in this abstract, engaged much 
of the attention of this meeting. 


February 29.—At this meeting, the Rev. Ezekiel G. Gear was 
appointed Missionary to Galena, Illinois, with a salary of $250, 
and an outfit of $75. x3 

The Rev. Francis H. L. Laird, of the diocese of. Maryland, was 
also appointed Missionary to Springfield and Urbana, Ohio, subject 
to the constitutional consent of the Bishop of that diocese. ‘The 
salary of Mr. Laird was fixdd at $250, with an outfit of $75. 

Appropriations of Prayer Books and Tracts were made to a lay- 
man, for distribution in Indiana, and also to the Rev. Sherlock 
Bronson, for the use of his station, 


LETTERS FROM THE SECRETARY. 


The letters which follow give aninteresting statement of the visit 
of the Domestic Secretary to some of the Southern Churches. 


lugusta, Georgia, February 18, 1836. 


I embrace the first leisure evening, to give you a brief history of 
my movemengg since I left New York. Passing over my voyage 
in the steamer to Charleston, S. C.,—which was a prosperous and 
speedy one, yet destitute of every thing that could interest you— 
I commence with my official acts in that city. 

On Sunday, Jan. 31,1 preached, for the Bishop, in St. Michael’s 
Church, and in the afternoon, for the Rev. Mr. Hanckel, in St. 
Paul’s Church, on the subject of Missions; but the day being 
stormy, few persons attended, and no collection was made in either 

lace. 
F On the Thursday following, Feb. 4th, I preached again in St.. 
Michael’s Church, in the afternoon, it being the time of their usual 
monthly Missionary lecture, in which all the Churches unite.— 
The collection at this time amounted to $202 38; which, as it was 
on a week-day, and the weather unfavourable, was more than had 
been anticipated. 

On Sunday, Feb. 7th, I visited the little parish of Beaufort, Ss. C., 
and presented the claims of Domestic Missions to that most in- 
teresting and zealous congregation. My appeal was responded to 
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with a liberality that is worthy of all praise. I have never met with 
a parish that appeated to possess so much of the true Missionary 
spirit, as this. They are indeed a ‘little flock,” yet they have 
warm hearts and liberal hands, and God has blessed them with 
much of this world’s goods, which they seem to delight to conse- 
crate to his glory. I cannot here enumerate the amount of their 
contributions in years past. On this occasion, they contributed 
$350, and pledged themselves to give not less than $250 annually, 
towards the support of a Domestic Missionary. Besides this, they 
gave me $200 for the General Sunday School Union, to redeem 
their pledge made to the Rev. Mr. Cuming. Last year, this same 
parish gave more than $800, for the support of Foreign Missions; 
and will probably do as much, or more, this year. Now when I 
tell you that there are only 160 adults belonging to this congrega- 
tion, that of these 116 are communicants, and that it has furnished, 
in the last five years, 9 or 10 Clergymen to our Churches, you 
will see in them the fulfilment of the promise—* he that watereth 
shall be watered also himself.” They have indeed been greatly 
blessed in spiritual things. 

On Tuesday, the 9th, I returned to Charleston, in company with 

several of the Clergy, who were on their way to the Convention. 
Among them was the Rev. Stephen Elliot, Sen., of Prince Wil- 
liam’s Parish, who, with praise-worthy liberality, pledged himself 
to contribute annually, $250 of his salary, to support a Missionary 
in any of the Southern or South-Western states. 
_ On Wednesday, the 10th, at the Rt. Rev. Dr. Bowen’s request, 
I preached before the Convention. All the Clergy of the diocese, 
excepting three, were present. A resolution was passed by the 
Convention, inviting the Secretary and General Agent of the Com- 
mittee of Domestic Missions, to attend its sittings. 

Previous notice having been given in the Churches on Sunday, 


and published in the daily papers, a general Missionary meeting 


was held in St. Peter’s Church, of which the Rev. Mr. Barnwell 
is Rector, on Thursday evening. ‘The Bishop presided, and 
opened the meeting with prayer, and with some appropriate re- 
marks on the object of the meeting. Addresses were made by the 
Rev. Mr. Spear, assistant Minister of St. Michael’s Church, the 
Rev. Mr. Young, Rector of St. Luke’s Parish, Grahamville, the 
Rey. Mr. Barnwell, Rector of St. Peter’s Church, and the Agent 
of the Domestic Committee. ‘The house was well filled. Most 
of the Clergy were there, and apparently a good degree of Mis- 
sionary feeling was excited by the occasion. In addition to the 
contribution at this time, of $326, there were pledges given to the 
amount of about $400; some of it annually, and some for two, three 
and four years. Several resolutions were passed at this meeting, 


and each of them supported by addresses from the respective 
movers. One of the resolutions expressed the cordial approbation 


of the meeting in the present organization of the Missionary So- 
ciety ; and another was designed to welcome the Secretary and 
Agent among them, in this his first official visit. 
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The day following, I left Charleston, where I had received noth- 
ing but kindness, and the most gratifying attentions from both 
Clergy and Laity; and on Sunday, the 14th, preached all day in 
Christ Church, Savannah, of which the Rev. Mr. Neufville is 
Rector. Here-also, I was most warmly welcomed, and a contri- 
bution of $300, was made for the Domestic Committee’s funds. 
From other parishes, I have received sundry contributions, handed 
in at the Convention; so that the whole amount collected for Do- 
mestic Missions thus far is more than $1300, besides pledges. 

On Ash Wednesday, the 17th, I again preached for Mr. Neuf- 
ville, and in the afternoon took the stage for this place ; where, after 
riding all night, I arrived at 2 o’clock this afternoon. I expect to 
remain here over Sunday, and then visit Columbia, S. C., which 
is the seat of the South Carolina College,—and where I have rea- 
son to believe my visit will be acceptable and useful. It is then 
my intention to go directly to Montgomery, Mobile, and New 
Orleans ; from which last place I shall return as speedily as practi- 
cable to New York. 

Remember me often in your prayers, that I may be prospered 
and preserved, and that, with true humility, I may give God the 
praise and glory, for having so signally blessed my unworthy la- 
bors. I desire to realize, moré and more, that 1 am but an humble 
instrument in His hand; that all success must depend on Him, 
who alone can direct and govern the hearts of all the children of 
men. 

The first number of the ‘‘ Spirit of Missions’”’ I have seen. It 
js admirably got up; and will 1 doubt not, be universally acceptable. 

I wish much for some of the tracts on Systematic Charity. I take 
every convenient opportunity to preach on the subject, and find it 
meets with universal favor. 


Augusta, Georgia, March 2, 1836. 

I wrote you from this place, on the 18th ult., giving you an ac- 
count of my journey up to that time. On the Sunday following, 
February 21, I presented the Missionary cause to the Rev. Mr. 
Ford’s congregation, and received from them, a collection amount- 
ing to $148. . 

Having made an appointment to be in Columbia, 8. C., on Sun- 
day, the 28th. I left here on the Thursday preceding, and after a 
fatiguing ride of 83 miles, reached that place on Friday morning. 
The success which I met with, ‘in the little parish of Trinity 
Church, Columbia, was exceedingly gratiying to me; and the 
more so, as it was entirely unexpected. ‘The day, unfortunately, 
was very stormy, and prevented me from preaching to the people ; 
only half a dozen gentlemen venturing out. to church. On.Mon- 
day, however, I went ‘from house to house,”’ with their excellent 
Rector, the Rev. Mr. Shand, who most. kindly and cordially second- 
ed me in all my efforts, and expressed an earnest wish, that a right 
Missionary spirit might be awakened in his congregation. Colum- 
bia, as you know, is the seat of government; and here too, is a 
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College, which is under the patronage of the State. This insti- 
tution is now in avery flourishing condition, under its new faculty, 
most of whom are Episcopalians” In President Barnwell, and the 
Rev. Professor Elliott, I found able advocates for the cause of Mis- 
sions, and liberal contributors to the Society’s funds. ‘They each 
of them gave me $100. The Rev. Mr. Shand gave $50, and the 
several members of his congregation contributed, so as to make the 
whole amount received from this little parish, $345, for the Do- 
mestic Committee’s funds. The ‘Ladies’ Working Society”’ will 
also contribute $50 more, in a few days. The system of * Sun- 
day Offerings” is to be immediately introduced, by Mr. Shand; 
and to aid him in this, I gave him my only copy of the second 
number of Pastoral Theology. He will procure as many sub- 
scribers as possible for the ‘* Spirit of Missions,” and send them 
on in a few days. . 

I have-received $10, for ten subscribers in 2ugusta. Besides 
the above, I understand you have a few subscribers here. Please 
direct the first number to be sent immediately by mail. Wherever 
I go, I make it a prominent object, to press upon Episcopalians the 
importance of supporting this periodical. I think yeu will soon 
receive a large subscription from Charleston. 

. You must excuse this rambling letter, for I write in great haste. 
At.6 o’clock this evening, 1 am off in the stage for Montgomery, 
Alabama. This will probably be the most fatiguing part of my 
journey. I must ride fourdays and nights in succession ; and some 
of the way over very bad roads,—that part of it especially, which 
lies through the Creek Nation. I shall do my best to be in Mont- 
gomery next Sunday. ‘The Sunday following, I hope to spend in 
Mobile, and the next after that, in New Orleans ; where I trust, I 
shall find letters from you. 
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MONTHLY ABSTRACT. 


January 5, 1836.—The Secretary and General Agent reported, 
that he preached a Missionary Sermon in St. Thomas’ Church, in 
this city, on Sunday the 20th of December. The weather was un- 
favourable; but the collection in money and pledges amounted to 
$335; and on Sunday, the 27th of December, in All Saints’ Church, 
where the collection was $51,74. At the request of the Rector of 
St. Clement’s Church, the sermon and collection in that Church 
were deferred. ; 

He also reported, that he had received answers from several 
gentlemen in relation to appointments as Receiving Agents for this 
Committee, in the principal cities; in pursuance whereof Wm. H. 
Murray, Esq. was appointed for Baltimore and the Diocese of Mary- 
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land, Wm. H. Hubbard, Esq. for Richmond and the diocese of Vir- 
ginia, William Macbean, Esq. for Lexington, and the diocese of 
Kentucky, and Thomas Bell, Esq. for Cincinnati, and the diocese 
of Ohio. 

He further reported, that gratifying information had been re- 
ceived from Philadelphia, in relation to the support of the Mission 
to Persia, and submitted a communication from the Rev. Jno. A. 
Clark, Rector of St. Andrew’s Church, in that city, giving a pledge 
from his congregation of a contribution of one thousand dollars 
per annum for three years, for the support of the Rev. Horatio 
Southgate, Jun. on that Mission. Several letters from the last 
named gentleman, on the subject of his preparatory agency and his 
departure on his Mission were read. A statement was also made 
by the Secretary and General Agent, of the sermon preached by 
Mr. Southgate, at the request of the Bishop of this Diocese, in St. 
Paul’s church, on the 27th December last, of which, an abstract has 
been already given; who also suggested the propriety of his in- 
structions being prepared by the Committee. 

He further reported, that he had written to the Rev. Dr. Robert- 
son and the Rey. Mr. Hill, Missionaries in Greece, communicating 
the views of the Committee, on subjects connected with their Mis- 
sion; and that he had met with an opportunity of sending from Bal- 
timore, a communication to James M. Thompson, Missionary 
‘Teacher in Liberia—that he had caused the amended By-laws of the 
Committee to be printed in a small pamphlet—and that he had re- 
ceived from Philadelphia, a large quantity of undistributed num- 
bers of the Missionary Record, and other publications of the Soci- 
‘ety, in regard to which he requested that some order might be 
taken, in concurrence with the Domestic Committee. 

The Secretary and General Agent also reported, that he had ad- 
dressed communications to the Secretaries respectively of the So- 
ciety for the Promotion of Christian Knowledge,—the Society for 
the Propagation of the Gospel in Foreign parts,—the Church Mis- 
sionary Society—and the Prayer Book and Homily Society in Eng- 
land, accompanied by copies of all the late publications of the 
Church. 

A letter was received from the Rev. Dr. Jarvis, of Washington 
College, Hartford, accepting the appointment to preach the annual 
Sermon before the Board of Missions. 

A letter was received from the Rev. F. R. Hanson, one of the 
Missionaries to China, giving information of their near approach to 
Java, after being 97 days on their passage, and of the good health | 
of himself and his colleague. 

Also, a letter from the Rev. H. Bryant, Missionary to Greece, 
informing of his arrival with Messrs. Mulligan and Baldwin, at 
Marseilles, after a passage of 38 days. 

The Committee on Missions to Africa, reported certain pro- 
ceedings had by them, in the way of inquiry into the expediency of 
establishing one or more schools in the West, for the instruction of 
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pious coloured youth, with a view to their being prepared to become 
Missionaries to Africa. 

The Committee on the Mission to Persia were instructed to in- 
quire and report, whether circumstances do not warrant and en- 
courage the early appointment of another Missionary, to be asso- 
ciated with the Rev. Mr. Southgate, in his visit to Persia and adja- 
cent countries; and if they should decide in favour of the measure, 
to consider and report on the propriety of nominating for that office 
a gentleman who had been recommended for the same. 

The Treasurer was instructed to present a statement of the 
amount of monies received from the Ladies’ Society at Troy, for 
the promotion of female education in Greece, and the appropriation 
which had been made of the same. 

The Secretary and General Agent was directed, in association 
with the Secretary and General Agent of the Domestic Committee, 
should they concur, to examine carefully the large quantity of 
pamphlets received from the late Committee in Philadelphia, and 
report what disposition shall be made of the same. 

The Finance Committee were instructed to consider and report 
what further measures it is expedient to take in order to produce 
additional funds for sustaining the Missions to Greece, increasing 
the number of Missionaries to China and Africa, and preparing for 
the establishment of further Mission stations abroad. 


January 19.—The Committee were favoured with the presence 
of the Rt. Rev. Bishop Ives, of North Carolina, who took the 
chair. ‘The Secretary and General Agent reported that the violent 
snow storm on Sunday, the 10th instant, had prevented his fulfill- 
ing an appointment to preach and take up a collection on that day, 
in St. Peter’s Church, in this city, and that he was disabled by in- 
disposition, from fulfilling a like appointment at St. Luke’s, on the 
following Sunday ; but that arrangements would be made to secure 
the benefit of collections in said Churches: 

That since the last meeting, he had received further letters from 
gentlemen, written to on the subject of being appointed Receiving 
Agents, and had given notice of their appointment to the gentlemen 
named at the last meeting : 

That he had written several letters in relation to the expediency 
of establishing Mission schools for coloured youth, and received 
some answers, which were read: 

That he had had much conference and correspondence with the 
Rev. Mr. Southgate, on the subject of his Domestic Agency, and 
his intended Foreign tour, and especially in relation to the appoint- 
ment of an associate in the latter; and suggested the expediency of 
an early decision of the question of making such an appointment ; 
and also of taking order in reference to Mr. Southgate’s instruc- 
tions, outfit, passage, and salary, and for holding a public Mission- 
ary meeting, before his departure. 

The Secretary and General Agent further reported, that he had 
written various letters since the last meeting, and especially one of 
some length, to the Missionaries in China, copies of which were 
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submitted to the Committee, and read, together with sundry letters 
of business received since the last meeting. 

The Secretary and General Agent was instructed to prepare a 
draft of Instructions, from the Committee to the Rev. Mr. South- 
gate for their consideration and approval. 

The Persian Committee were instructed to make arrangements 
with Mr. Southgate, in respect to the expenses of his outfit, pas- 
sage, and mission. On the subject of appointing an additional Mis- 
peer y the Committee passed unanimously the following reso- 

ution :— 

Resolved, That, in the opinion of this Committee, the favourable 
reception and flattering encouragement, this Mission has met with. 
in those places, where its objects have been publicly opened and 
explained, are such as to justify its enlargement, by the addition of 
one further Missionary, to be the associate of Mr. Southgate. 

The same Committee were instructed to continue their corres- 
pondence with the candidate proposed for that office. 

A letter was received from Mrs. Emma Willard, of Troy, on 
reading of which, and also the report of the Treasurer on the ac- 
counts of the Troy Association, the Committee passed the follow- 
ing resolutions :— 

Resolved, That this Committee heartily concur with their pre- 
decessors, in approving, as an exceedingly interesting branch of 
Christian benevolence, the efforts of Ladies in Troy and other 
places, in aid of female education in Greece, by supporting and 
educating young females of good character and promising talents, 
with a view to their becoming teachers in schools of their own sex, 
in that country. 

Resolved, ‘That the past cooperation of Mrs. Hill, in the objects 
of the Troy Society, by receiving such pupils as are beneficiaries 
of the same into her schools at Athens, at their expense, meets the 
unqualified appproval of this Committee. ; 

Resolved, That this Committee will be happy from time to time, 
to remit such moneys for the above purpose, as the Troy Society 
may commit to its charge, and receive and conform to their in- 
structions in regard to the application of the same. 

Three several communications of an interesting character, under 
date of September 1 and 26, and October 17, 1835, were received 
from the Rev. Doctor Robertson, in relation to the operations of 
the press department in Syra, and other subjects connected with 
his Mission, which were referred to the Committee on the Greek 
Mission. ; 

Among the letters read at this meeting, was a letter from Jacob 
Van Lennep, Esq., Dutch Consul at Smyrna, acknowledging the re- 
ceipt of the late Committee’s vote of thanks for important services 
disinterestedly rendered by him, in their intercourse with the Mis- 
sionaries in Greece. 

February 2.—The Secretary and General Agent reported, that 
his omission, in consequence of indigposition, to preach in be- 
half of Foreign Missions in _ Church in that city, was 
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kindly supplied on the 24th ult. by the Rev. Mr. Forbes, when a 
collection was made of the sum of $188. On the same day the 
Secretary and General Agent preached in St. Stephen’s Church, 
when a collection of about $100 was made, which was afterwards 
increased to a larger amount. He further reported, that he had 
communicated to the Rev. H. Southgate the resolutions of the 
Committee passed at the last meeting, and prepared his Instruc- 
tions, which have been submitted to the Persian Committee—that 
he had held further correspondence with the gentleman proposed 
as Mr. Southgate’s associate, which would be laid before the Com- 
mittee—that he had transmitted to Mrs. Emma Willard the resolu- 
tions of the Committee in relation to the Ladies’ Association at Troy, 
—and held further correspondence with the temporary Editor of 
“The Spirit of Missions,”’ the first number of which was received 
this day. He further reported the completion of the transcript 
directed to be made, into a book provided for that purpose, of all 
the recorded letters of former Secretaries on the subject of Foreign 
Missions, from the commencement of the Society until its recent 
re-organization, and had delivered the several volumes in which 
they were intermingled with those relating to Domestic Missions 
to the Secretary and General Agent of the Committee of that de- 
partment. 

Resolutions of the Domestic Committee were received and con- 
curred in, explanatory of the course proper to be pursued in re- 
ference to funds transmitted to the Treasurers without any specific 
appropriation, in compliance with the resolution of the Board of 
Missions on that subject. 

Among numerous letters of business received by the Secretary 
and General Agent, since the last meeting, and now read, were alet- 
ter from the Rev. John Johns, D.D., accepting the appointment to 
preach the next annual sermon before the Board of Missions, in the 
event of a failure on the part of the Rev. Dr. Jarvis—a letter from 
the Right Rev. Bishop M‘Ilvaine on the subject of the establish- 
ment of African Mission Schools, which was referred to the Com- 
mittee on Missions to Africa—a letter dated May 9, 1835, from the 
Rev. Dr. Robertson, giving an account of proceedings in his Mis- 
sion, &c., which was referred to the Committee on Missions to 
Greece—and a letter from “G, W.’’, Andover, accompanied by a 
printed appeal, dated, Caleutta, June 15, 1835, to American Chris- 
tians, for Missionaries to Bengal, which the Secretary and General 
Agent was authorised to publish in one of the Church Periodicals. 

Benjamin Howard, Esq., was appointed Receiving Agent for 
Boston, and the Eastern Diocese. 

The Standing Committee on Missions to Greece, made report, 
and recommended therein sundry resolutions for the approval of 
this Committee; which were accordingly approved and adopted. 
These resolutions are in substance,—That the Press Department at 
Syra, and the schools Mee risting: or which may hereafter be es- 
tablished there, or in the Vicinity, be under the separate superin- 
tendence, control, and management of the Rev. Dr. Robertson; that 
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the schools at Athens, and any which may be established in its vi- 
cinity, be under the like superintendence, &c. of the Rev. Mr. Hill, 
assisted in their management and conduct by the Rev. Mr. Bryant, 
and the several male and female teachers, employed in the same; 
each being subject at all times to such instructions as they may re- 
ceive from the Board of Missions, or the Foreign Committee of the 
same; that the Treasurer open and keep separate accounts with the 
two principal Missionaries, and that all payments be made separately 
to them for their own salaries, the compensation of their assistants, 
and other expenses of each branch respectively ; that each of the 
above named Missionaries render minute and exact quarterly ac- 
counts; that the credit heretofore opened in England be continued 
by the Treasurer, and that a separate amount, to be drawn for 
from time to time, be placed at the disposal of Dr. Robertson and 
Mr. Hillrespectively, the Committee of Finance being empowered 
to consider and report what sum should be appropriated to each for 
the present year, having in view the addition recently made to the 
number of persons comprising the Mission at Athens, the drafts 
made by the Missionaries during the past year, the character and. 
extent of the expected operations in each department, the state of 
the finances, and any other circumstances which may have a just 
bearing upon the subject. 

The Rev. Dr. Robertson was authorised to purchase a Fount of 
Arabic and a Fount of Greco-Turkish type, and the Secretary and 
General Agent was instructed to advertise for a suitable person to 
be appointed printer to the Mission at Syra. A final resolution in 
relation to this Mission, instructed the Missionaries to limit all their 
disbursements and expenses within the amount of the credit in 
England, placed at their disposal by this Committee. 

The Committee on Missions to Persia, reported, the draft of In- 
structions from the Foreign Committee to the Rev. Mr. Southgate, 
as prepared by the Secretary and General Agent, and approved by 
the Persian Committee which were read and adopted. 


February 16.—The Secretary and General Agent reported, that 
he had preached in St. Clement’s Church, in this city, on Sunday 
the 11th instant, when a collection of $44 04 was made for For- 
eign Missions : 

That he had received a communication from the Rev. Mr. South- 
gate, in relation to his departure from the United States, which 
had been submitted to, and acted upon, by the Persian Committee : 

That he had transmitted to the Rev. Dr. Robertson, at Syra, 
and the Rev. Mr. Hill, at Athens, respectively, copies of the reso-. 
Jutions passed at the last stated meeting, accompanied by letters 
explanatory of the views of the Commmittee on the important sub- 
jects which they embrace, copies of which he submitted to the Com- 

ittee : 

Os That he had made known to the Domestic Committee the con- 
currence of this Committee in their resolutions explanatory of the 
resolution of the Board of Missions in regard to certain cases of 
moneys transmitted ‘for general purposes :”’ 
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That he had sent to the Editor of the Spirit of Missions for in- 
sertion therein such documents as he deemed suitable for the same: 

That he had received sundry subcriptions for that paper, and de- 
sired instructions into whose hands the amount now in hand, and 
sums hereafter received, should be paid: 

That he had received various letters which would be laid before 
the Committee, and among them two of a later date than any before 
received from the Rev. Dr. Robertson. 

The required testimonial in favour of the Rev. Mr. Southgate, 
from the Rt. Rev. Bishop of the Eastern Diocese, and several tes- 
timonials in favour of the gentleman proposed as his associate, were 
read and referred to the Committee on Missions to Persia. 

A letter from James M. Thompson, dated Harper, Maryland 
Settlement, Liberie, Nov. 30, 1835, was referred to the Committee 
on Missions to Africa. 

A letter was read from John Nitchie, Esq., General Agent of the 
American Bible Society, informing of the two separate grants, each 
consisting of 500 Modern Greek New Testaments, from that So- 
ciety to this Committee, for sale or gratuitous distribution by our 
Missionaries in Greece; whereupon it was resolved, that the Se- 
cretary and General Agent return the thanks of this Committee to 
the Managers of the above named Society for these grants, and take 
measures for the conveyance of one half of the above mentioned 
New Testaments to the Rev. Dr. Robertson, and of the other to 
the Rev. Mr. Hill, for the purposes aforesaid. ‘ 

The Rev. Dr. Robertson’s letters of the 1st of October and the 
7th of November, 1835, were read and referred to the Committee 
on Missions to Greece, with the authority to publish extracts there- 
from at their discretion. Mr. B. Howard, of Boston, was author- 
ized to procure and forward to the Rev. Dr. Robertson, a set of 
Pica Greek type. 

At the request of the-Treasurer, a Committee was appointed to 
examine and report on his accounts. 

The Standing Committee on the Mission to Persia submitted a 
letter from the Rev. Mr. Southgate, announcing his intention if 
Providence permit, to be in New York on the 19th or 20th inst., 
and to depart, if practicable, for Havre, in the Packet of the 24th ; 
whereupon it was resolved, that a meeting be held on Sunday 
evening the 21st inst. in the Ascension Church, when suitable exer- 
cises shall be had, and a collection'made in aid of Foreign Missions.* 

The measures of the said Committee, in relation to an associate 
for Mr. Southgate were reported and approved. 

The Minutes of the Standing Committee on Missions to Greece 
were read and approved. 

Several small accounts were passed, and the Secretary and General 
Agent was instructed to retain in his hands money received for sub- 
scriptions to the Spirit of Missions, until the Committee of the Board 
of Missions shall have determined to whom the same is to be paid. 


* The Rev. Mr. Southgate, having been prevented from reaching the city of 
New York, as he designed, this meeting was not held, 
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A letter from Mrs. Hill, to a lady in this city, on the subject of 
forming a society, for the education of Females intended for teach- 
ers in Greece, was read and referred to the Committee on Mis- 
sions to Greece, to report thereon. 

Henry Cary, Esq., was appointed a member of the Standing 
Commitee on Missions to Persia. 


CORRESPONDENCE OF THE MISSIONARIES. 


THE MISSION: TO GREECE. 


FROM A LETTER OF THE MISSIONARY AT SYRA, THE REV. DR. ROBERTSON. 


*‘T wish you had already,” says the Rev. Mr. Jetter of Smyrna, 
to the Rev. Dr. Robertson, ‘‘ a fount of Turkish type, I should em- 
ploy you directly. We have now four little Turkish school books 
finished; I mean in manuscript, but have no means to print them. 
I could readily sell these books, as the Turks are not accustomed 
to receive them for nothing as the Greeks.” 

In communicating the above to the Secretary and General 
Agent, Dr. Robertson, adds, ‘* What a hope does not this announce- 
ment excite, that in the present state of Turkey, where changes 
are daily taking place, and the minds of the people are beginning 
to be aroused from ages of sluggish inertness, their curiosity may 
be stimulated by a supply of suitable books, and an opening creat- 
ed for the blessed influence of the Gospel of peace! Many parts 
of the Holy Scriptures might even now with safety and advantage 
be distributed, and would naturally form an object of prime impor- 
tance in the conduct of a Missionary press. The aged white 
haired Turkish Teacher of one of the Missionaries in Smyrna, 
while reading with him the Sermon on the Mount, burst into a flood 
of tears at the sublime precepts of the Saviour. How many simi- 
lar passages, together with parables, &c., and portions of Old Tes- 
tament history, of the book of Psalms, and nearly or quite all of 
Proverbs and Ecclesiastes, might now be sent forth, to prepare the 
way for the reception of the Word of God in all its fulness.” 


THE MISSION TO CHINA. 


FROM THE MISSIONARIES, THE REV. MESSRS. HANSON AND LOCKWOOD. 


In making our first communication to the Society, from the field 
of our destined labours, we feel called upon to express our devout 
gratitude to that Providence which has conducted us in safety to 
its shores. We arrived at Lintin, the usual rendezvous for ships 
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from sea, and about 60 miles from Canton, on Sunday the 4th inst., 
in good health, and without having experienced any unfortunate 
occurrences. Being obliged to wait here several days, before go- 
ing up to Canton, we availed ourselves of the opportunity to visit 
Mr. Gutzlaff, at Macao. He received us very cordially, and kind- 
ly offered us all the assistance and advice he could give towards 
an object to which his heart is most ardently devoted. A part of 
his time is at present employed, in conjunction with the other Mis- 
sionaries here, in a revision of the Chinese translation of the Bi- 
ble. Mrs. G., an interesting lady, was engaged with a School of 
Portuguese and Chinese children. We were much interested in 
witnessing his active and benevolent intercourse with the Chinese, 
especially the poor and the diseased, and we left him highly pleas- 
ed, and I trust profited by the interview. 

At Canton, we were welcomed in the most friendly manner by 
Mr. Olyphant, as well as by Mr. Bridgman and Dr. Parker, Mis- 
sionaries of the American Board. Mr. O. very kindly had rooms 
prepared for us in his establishment, and we were invited by Mr. 
Bridgman, who has rooms in the same Factory, to remain at his 
table during our stay in Canton. We take peculiar pleasure in 
acknowledging our obligations to the former gentleman, for the con- 
stant friendly interest manifested in our behalf; and among the rest, 
could not fail to notice his having taken upon himself the charge 
of our passage from the ship to the city, the usual price of which 
is $15 for each passenger. 

Divine Service is conducted here by Mr. Bridgman, once every 
Sunday, for the benefit of the Foreign residents. From 30 to 50 
usually attend, though the number here is generally more than 
twice as large. For the last two Sundays we have, at the request of 
Mr. B., performed the service and preached. We were pleased 
with the numerous attendance, as well as the appearance of inter- 
est exhibited. A large proportion of the gentlemen here are En- 
glish, and of course have a preference for our service. The En- 
glish Company, while it existed, maintained a Chaplain here, and 
had regular public worship; but it has been discontinued, and their 
Chapel has been closed for some time. 

The reasons that induced us to regard Singapore as the most eli- 
gible place for establishing ourselves, at present, have all been con- 
firmed since arriving here. We have accordingly determined on 
going there, and are now only waiting for a passage, which we ex- 
pect can be obtained in a few days. Its distance from the main 
field of operations offered the only objection to our minds, being 
about 1500 miles from this place. But even this can be of no great 
consequence, as the communication between the two places is con- 
stant and direct, and the passage (at this season of the year) is gen- 
erally performed in less than ten days, whichis considered in this 
part of the world, but a small trip. Communications from home 
may also reach us sooner by way of Batavia, than at this place. 

Singapore is the nearest settlement to China, which is under 
English control, and its advantages on this latter account, will be

apparent. An establishment at any of the Dutch or Spanish settle- 
ments lying still nearer would be out of the question, their system 
of exclusion being scarcely less strict than that of the Chinese. 

There is no positive obstacle in the way of our remaining at 
Canton, as the residence of the Missionaries here shews. Indeed, 
on some accounts, we think it important that our Society should if 
possible sustain a Missionary here. But its advantages, in many re- 
Spects, particularly such as arise from unrestrained intercourse with 
the natives, are limited compared with those at Singapore. Here 
you are closely watched; even your servants are spies: and no one, 
even if he has a disposition, dares to be on familiar terms with the 
** fan Kidei,’’* as we are called. 

The greater expensiveness of living here offered another consid- 
eration in favour of the latter place. From enquiring, we find that 
this for both of us would cost the Society not less than from $1500 
to $2000 per year, while at Singapore it would probably be less 
than half that sum. — 

On the whole we trust, that the advantages, in every point of - 
view, will be sufficiently apparent to the Society to justify us in 
the conclusion to which we have come. ‘The advice we have 
sought in regard to this subject has been unanimous; and Mr. 
Gutzlaff, with characteristic energy, declared that we should never 
do any thing by remaining at Canton, and advised us to go di- 
rectly to Singapore, without coming here at all. If the Society 
contemplate, as we trust they do, more extensive operations in this 
part of the world, we think they will see the importance of having 
there (at Singapore) a permanent establishment as a fixed point, to 
which those who come out successively may resort—where pre- 
paration may be made for any distant portion of the field, and from 
which new fields may be explored and occupied. The American 
Board, we understand, have something of this kind in contempla- 
tion, and are about to purchase a tract of land at that place for their 
purpose. 

We have nothing more of importance to communicate at present, 
but shall endeavour to write again soon after arriving at Singapore. 


MISSIONS IN THE WESTERN STATES, 
KENTUCKY. 


FROM A LETTER OF THE RT. REV. DR. SMITH, BISHOP OF KENTUCKY. 
January, 8, 1836. 


For nearly two years, I have been strongly impressed with the 
conviction, that no point of the Western country, is more entirely 
and truly Missionary ground, than the two stations, Smithland, 


* 
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at the mouth of the Cumberland, and Paducah, at the mouth of the 
Tennessee, only twelve miles apart. 

Within a day or two, this conviction has been so forcibly re- 
newed, by the following extract from a letter of Bishop Kemper, 
that I could not refrain from forwarding, immediately, this my 
earnest petition, that a Missionary should be sent there by the 
Committee. 

« Whilst attempting,” says Bishop Kemper, ‘to reach this place, 
(St. Louis) by water, we were twice at Paducah, and learnt that it 
had 1000 inhabitants, a good theatre, not one professor of religion, 
and no Church. ‘There is fine Missionary ground for you!” 

At Shelbyville, about thirty miles from Louisville, where the 
Committee for a time supported a Missionary, and where we have 
bought a small but very neat Church edifice, (20 by 40), we 
greatly needa Missionary. ‘The station has been vacant two years, 
and the juncture is now favourable for a new effort. 

It is with faint hope and great diffidence, that I make this ap- 
peal, well knowing the urgent calls upon you from regions equally 
destitute, and which have less prospect than we of future supply. 


TENNESSEE. 


FROM A LETTER OF THE RT. REV. DR. OTEY, BISHOP OF TENNESSEE. 
January 15, 1836. 


I want words adequately, to express my sense of the liberality 
and kindness which the Committee have manifested in the appro- 
priations made to this diocese, for the support of Missions in the 
same. Be assured that nothing shall be wanting, which watchful- 
ness, care and diligence can effect, to secure the great objects with 
which you are officially charged by the Church, and to carry out 
your plans to a successful accomplishment, so far as this diocese 
is concerned in them. 

We stand in pressing need of Ministers; and God only knows 
what is to become of our Church in this region, under the perse- 
vering efforts of those dissenting from her to break down her bul- 
warks, and to scatter the assurance of heavenly hope derived from 
her soul-strengthening ordinances, unless we can prevail upon the 
young and talented, and zealous of our Ministry, to come out to 
her help. 

I see no recourse but in your zeal and activity, your diligence 
and judgment, to meet our great and crying need. Upon these, I 
throw myself with confidence—with hope and trust in the Lord,— 
that he will crown your efforts with success. 


INDIANA, MISSOURI AND ILLINOIS. 


FYROM LETTERS OF THE RT. REV. DR. KEMPER, MISSIONARY BISHOP. 


January 15, 1836. 


I have seen as yet but a small portion of these three states, (In- 
diana, Illinois and Missouri,) but I have seen and heard enough to 
convince me, that with the approbation and support of the Church, 
I could, in the course of twelve months, most usefully locate one 
hundred Clergymen. ‘This opinion I have expressed to judicious 
and intelligent men, who have assured me, that my calculation is a 
moderate one. ‘Yes, sir,’” exclaimed a worthy communicant, 
‘*and we want at present, in Illinois, at least fifty ministers of our 
Church.” 

Clergymen are now wanted (exceedingly and anxiously desired) 
at Rushville and Beardstown, at Peoria, at Tremont, (a place not 
yet on the maps, but highly promising,) at Alton, at Quincy, &c. 

The Episcopalians of Rushville are acting with wisdom, in 
building their Church. It is of wood, 26 by 40, and will be fin- 
ished by May, and perhaps without debt. . It will contain 300 per- 
sons, and when, they say, our congregation consists of that number, 
we shall be strong enough to build a large and handsome Church. 

This letter you will consider as coming from the Bishop of Illi- 
nois, for the time being. Without deviating from my Missionary 
duty I hope, by occasional visits of a few weeks, to fulfil the pro- 
mise I made my venerable Brother, before he sailed for England. 
He has, indeed, a fair and goodly heritage. May it be a field 
greatly blessed of the Lord ! 


February, 4, 1836, 


The German population of Beardstown would unite in building 
a large Church for any Episcopal Clergyman that was able to offi- 
ciate to them in their own language. ‘This place is yet unoccupied 
butit cannot remain so long. It is finely situated for: business, and 
if our services are not soon established there, those of other denomi- 
nations will be. 

Permit me to bear the fullest testimony to the piety, devotion 
and zeal of the Rev. John Batchelder. Few men would have 
persevered as he has in the midst of privations, opposition and 
scorn. He has triumphed, and been the instrument of erecting the 
first Church in the diocese of Illinois. 

There is a vast deal of active business, public spirit and generos- 
ity at Alton. Now, a large Church can be built there, and no time ° 
should be lost in supplying them with an able Clergyman. 

I have learnt from travellers that Peoria is very flourishing, that 
Tremont is yet unoccupied, and that at Mineral Point, a place 
about 30 miles north of Galena, there are Episcopalians enough to 
erect a house of public worship. 

Although we spent a month in Illinois, we were not able to do 
much in consequence of the intensity of the cold, or the badness 
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of the roads. The country is remarkably rich and will in process 
of time sustain a most dense population. The prospects of the 
Church are yet good, so good that I could in six months locate, 
most usefully, fifty Clergymen. We expect to start for the far West 
about the 11th instant. 


February 9, 1836. 


Of Missouri I have great hopes, but am as yet unprepared to 
speak from personal experience ; and, as I cannot give facts, I will 
only say I have received encouraging reports and invitations from 
the most flourishing towns on the Missouri river. 

To-morrow morning we hope to be ready for a new journey, to 
the West; if possible, but there are serious difficulties in the way, 
arising not only from the want of conveyances but from impedi- 
ments to travelling; and indeed I am ina strait, for there are de- 
mands upon me from Missouri, Indiana and Illinois. 

After deep consideration I have determined in reference to Mis- 
sionaries, to throw myself upon the Theological Seminary, through 
the instrumentality of the exertions of the members of the Commit- 
tee and of the Professors. And I now beg leave to appeal to them 
as personal and beloved friends, not however for my sake, but for 
the Church’s, to use untiring efforts to secure for this Episcopal 
Mission as many of the present Senior Class as possible. 

You all know that the hopes I have encouraged, and the promi- 
ses I have made, if frustrated and unfulfilled, will be more injurious 
to the great cause, than if I had never crossed the Alleghanies. 
But I feel assured that nothing will be wanting in New York to 
secure Clergymen for the West. God is in the midstof her. Let 
us not be discouraged, God will help her and that right early. 


EDITORIAL DEPARTMENT.

Our readers will bear us witness, that but little space has been 
occupied by this department, and but little prominence been given 
to the auspices, under which our herald of glad tidings has gone 
forth. We have deemed the message of more importance than the 
messenger ; and have felt that our pages were better filled with the 
doings of the Committees and Agents of the Board at home, and 
of its Missionaries abroad, than with any details more immediately 
appertaining to the humble office which, in the course of Divine 
Providence, has devolved on us. The substance of what we have 
thus far said upon this point has been, to state merely that the 
Special Committee of the Board, ‘appointed to take order as to a 
Missionary Paper, to be devoted to its interests,” with all the power 
which such a trust required for its full execution, had adopted, af- 
ter due deliberation and inquiry, certain principles and rules of 
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action for the conduct of the paper, which were published—that 
the city of New York was fixed on, as the place of publication, 
and an Editor appointed—that, when unforeseen causes induced 
his resignation of the trust which he had accepted, a second ap- 
pointment was made, with the contingency, that, in the failure of 
that arrangement, the paper should be conducted under a temporary 
provision, until a suitable Editor could be secured. It was added, 
by way of propitiating the public indulgence, if not its favour— 
‘under these circumstances, ‘the Spirit of Missions’ goes abroad 
among the Churches,—circumstances, it will at once be seen, of 
great and serious disadvantage, yet such, it is believed, as will very 
soon be obviated; and in the mean time will be regarded, it is be- 
lieved, as confidently, with Christian candour, and with Christian 
kindness.” 

~ Whatever may have been realized of the last anticipation, there 
has been experienced more than enough of ‘‘ serious disadvantage ;”” 
and the expectation of speedy relief not being as yet fulfilled, it is 
deemed proper that the Church, whose servants for Jesus’ sake we 
all are, should be put in possession of all the essential facts connect- 
ed with an arrangement, which it was hoped would not last long 
enough to deserve her notice. The Special Committee, appointed 
by the Board, on the Missionary Paper, (see Missionary Record, 
volume 3, p. 164,) consisted of Bishops Doane and H. U. Onder- 
donk, the Rev. Mr. James, who was the mover of the resolution 
that a Committee be raised, and Messrs. Nicklin and Wallace. 
The Editor first appointed was the Rev. Mr. Whittingham, who, 
being afterward selected Professor of Ecclesiastical History, in the 
General Theological Seminary, thought it his duty to resign the 
Editorial trust, which he had accepted. The Rev. Dr. M’Vickar, 
of Columbia College, New York, was then appointed; and the 
Chairman, on whom, in the event of his declining the appointment, 
the temporary charge of the paper was to devolve, was the member 
of the Special Committee first named. 

Under the appointment thus temporarily made—the Rev. Dr. 
M'‘Vickar having declined—the first and second numbers were issu- 
ed; when, at a meeting, of the Committee, held, in Philadelphia, . 
on the 14th day of March, the Chairman, who had been appointed 
contingently Editor of the paper, and by whom the meeting was 
called, requested the Committee to accept his resignation, and re- 
lieve him from this duty, after the publication of the third number. 
After consideration, it was, on motion, ‘resolved, that the resigna- 
tion of the Chairman, as temporary Editor of the Missionary pa- 
per, be referred to a Committee, to report in what way this Commit- 
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tee shall contintue to discharge its trust.” The Rev. Mr. James 
and Mr. Wallace, were appointed the Committee. Ata meeting 
of the Committee, held by adjournment, in the city of Philadelphia, 
on the 18th day of March, the Sub-committee thus appointed, made 
the following report, which, on motion, was adopted, and ordered 
to be published in the third number of the ‘Spirit of Missions.” 


REPORT. 


The Sub-committee to whom was referred the resignation of the Bishop of 
New Jersey, as temporary Editor of the Spirit of Missions, with directions to 
report what course ought to be pursued in the present exigency, report as 
follows,— 


The Special Committee on the Missionary Paper entered upon the trust 
committed to them, with a full sense of its importance. The Missionary pa- 
per was about to assume a new character; as the organ of the whole Church, 
acting in her collective capacity, as a Missionary Society. It was to express 
the views of the Church in regard to Missions, and to keep alive and increase 
the zeal in behalf of Missions which pervaded the Church. The first impres- 
sion on most minds, in regard to its editorial conduct, would naturally be, and 
has been, that the Secretaries of the two Committees, would be the proper 
agents for that purpose. It is their peculiar province, to be acquainted with the 
subject of Missions, each giving the information peculiar tog bertment— 
the Church would thereby obtain what belonged to both. no salary, in 
addition to what they receive as Secretaries, would properly be required. All 
this, and much more, was fully considered by the Committee. But the objec- 
tions to the appointing of the Secretaries of the two Committee to be the joint 
Editors, were much stronger, in the minds of the Special Committee, than the 


reasons in favour of it. 
Among the considerations adverse to the first and superficial view of the sub- 


ject, these which follow are a part. The Missionary Paper is the organ of the 
Board of Missions, not of its Committees. It should therefore be under the 
control of the Board. This may at first sight be supposed a technical objection, 
But, suppose the Board to adopt a course adverse to either of the Committees, 
who is to be the organ of its views and the advocate of its measures? Sup- 
pose, for instance, that it were contemplated to remove one of the Committees 
to Philadelphia, or to Boston, or to Baltimore. Is the Secretary of the Com- 
mittee concerned to maintain a course adverse to the wishes of the Committee? 
Or suppose a plan for resolving both Committees into one. Can the two Se- 
cretaries, or either of them, preserve a steady hand in the discussion? Or 
suppose the Board to disapprove the action of one or the other of the two Com- 
mittees, is the censure to be recorded by its own Secretary? Or suppose the 
Committees, or either of them, to depart from the instructions, or involve the 
interests of the Board, is it to have no voice to vindicate its rights? It needs 
but little penetration, to see, in such an arrangement, the elements of confusion 
and difficulty, of disagreement and embarrassment. 
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It is designed to present and sustain the cause of Missions as onze, This 
purpose would be hindered, if not frustrated, by a division of it into two distinct 
portions, the one for the Domestic, the other for the Foreign interest. In the 
arrangement of the paper, as it has thus far been conducted, this course has 
been carefully avoided; and the propriety of so doing is too obvious to be 
doubted, by any who bear in mind the declaration of the Constitution—*that 
the Missionary field is always to be regarded as one, THE wontp, the terms 
Domestic and Foreign being regarded as terms of locality, adopted for con- 
venience.” 

It should aim to mould the Missionary character of the Church. That in 
this it may be effective, there is required a single mind—unity of purpose, and 
unity of action. Of the three Secretaries of the American Board of Commis- 
sioners, having charge, it will, be observed, of Foreign Missions alone, it is the 
duty of one “to edit the Missionary Herald.” We cite this case, because it 
has been incorrectly cited to sustain the popular claim, that the two Secretaries 
of our two Committees should be joint Editors. 

Were there two editors, one must have precedence. Were they the two 
Secretaries, the Committees would almost of necessity, become involved. One 
or the other interest will, in turn, prevail. There will be more or less of con- 
flict, and this will weaken the energies of both, and offend, if it do not divide, 
the Church. 

In such an arrangement, there are intrinsic and material incompatibilities. 
It is impossible always to preserve an exact equilibrium, even in the quantity 
of type; and yet if it be not so, one or the other interest will have the pre- 
ponderance, Were it otherwise, still we should have the two halves, but not 
the one whole. 

Again, which of the editors sha!l speak of the things not peculiar to the one 
or the other of the Committees? Which shall speak for the Board, as su- 
perior to both—record its proceedings,—advance its views? Which shall speak 
in the name of the paper? Or shall both? Or neither? And if they disagree, 
who shall decide? Which shall advocate the Missionary Lecture, Systematic 
Charity, and many other common points? Which shall digest the Church of 
England Missions? 

In the absence of either of the Secretaries, as will frequently be the case for 
months at a time, in their capacity as Agents, who shall perform his editorial 
duties? 

A full consideration of the whole subject, left not the slightest doubt in 
the mind of a single member of this Committee, that the success of the object 
for which they were raised, required the appointment of a single Editor, dis- 
tinct from, and independent of, either of the Committees of Missions, The 
location of both Committees in New York, naturally directed them, in the se- 
lection, to some gentleman resident there, or who would become so on his ap- 
pointment, Two appointments were made, in succession, of gentlemen emi- 
nently qualified for the undertaking. Both declined. When the last of the 
two was made, the period for issuing the first number of the paper was ap- 
proaching ; and it was time that the matter for it should be prepared. To pre- 
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vent disappointment, it was therefore made, with the provision, that, until the 
gentleman then appointed should accept, or in case of his declining, the Chair- 
man of this Committee, (the Bishop of New Jersey) be requested to undertake 
the temporary direction, until an editor could be obtained, or until the meeting 
of the Board of Missions. It was known to this Committee that the numerous 
duties of that Bishop could not but render this addition to them very onerous 
to him. But they knew also that his interest in the cause, and his zeal for its 
promotion, would not allow him to decline any labour within his power to per- 
form; and being satisfied that from his intimate acquaintaince with the subject, 
as well as from other causes, it would be discharged with more facility as well 
as more acceptably by him, than by any other of its members, this Committee 
did not hesitate to urge the contingent acceptance of it upon him, in sucha 
manner, as left him not at liberty to decline it. The contingency having oc- 
curred, he did undertake it, With what ability the duty has been discharged, 
speaking in the presence in which your Sub-committee report, it would not be 
delicate for them to say. An additional remark, it is but just to make in this 
connection. The contingent appointment was accepted by the Chairman of the 
Committee, with the express declaration by him that no compensation would 
be received for his services. 

Your Sub-committee, on a careful revision of the whole subject, are strong in 
the conviction, that the course of proceedings by this Committee should not be 
departed from. The Board of Missions has honoured them with an important 
trust. It was given to them without limit and without instructions. At the 
meeting of the Board, which established both the Committees in New York, no 
intimation directing the Committee, as to the plan to be pursued for the Mis- 
sionary paper, was conveyed to them. Thus left entirely to their own discre- 
tion, they adopted a course of action upon full deliberation, The closest re- 
visal of the subject, tends but to confirm them in the propriety of their course. 
To shrink from the responsibility of their measures, or to change them while 
they believe them right, would be to relinquish if not to betray their trust, 
The Sub-committee thus impressed, and impressed too, with the great difficulty 
of selecting, before the meeting of the Board, a suitable Editor for the Spirit of 
Missions, greatly regret, as they are sure the whole Committee also do, the 
resignation which is referred to them. They trust the Right Rev, Chairman 
will withdraw it, and will yield to the solicitation of this Committee, in con- 
tinuing the temporary direction of it. Your Sub-committee therefore offer the 
following resolution,— 

Resolved, That the Right Rev, Chairman of this Committee, the Bishop of 
New Jersey, be earnestly requested to continue the temporary editorial direction 
of the Spirit of Missions, until the meeting of the Board. 


On motion, the Resolution rep ; by the Sub-committee, was 
adopted. Ve .

“THE SPIRIT OF MISSIONS.” 


Among the doubts with which many true friends of Missions 
were beset, in the view of the recent re-organization of the Mis- 
sionary constitution, there was none more common than that which 
suggested itself in the inquiry, is the Church prepared for it? Our 
answer was, if if is not, it is time it was. It is always safe to do 
right. The time to attempt great ends by just means, is always 
present. ‘That is a timid, puny, starveling wisdom, which is con- 
tent to follow after the leadings of the public mind. Christianity 
was ordained, the Church was instituted, her Ministers have com- 

“mission, to lead men forward in the service, and for the glory of 
God. And the confidence is sure and immovable, that, whatever 
may be the temporal issue of such an enterprize, it has favour with 
God, and will not fail of its reward. In the case which now con- 
cerns us, we have reason to thank God for the most abundant de- 
monstrations of general acceptance, and thorough efficiency. ‘The 
letter, from which an extract is given below, is one of many, which 
we are constantly receiving, of the same tone and tenour. Wese- 
lect it, because, apart from its discriminating and judicious expres- 
sions, it is from a source, entitled, on many accounts, to high con- 
sideration—its writer having authority to speak of an enterprize, in 
the prosecution of which, he has been willing to forsake all, and 
follow Christ.—It is obvious to remark, what cannot be too con- 
stantly enforced—that, prosperous as the promise of our Mission- 
ary operations now is, there is nothing to allow of remission in 
effort or intermission of prayer—nothing to tempt us to rely on 
ourselves, or to forget the Psalmist’s wholesome admonition, ‘ not 
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unto us, O Lord! not unto us, but unto thy name give the praise !’’ 


The “Spirit of Missions” appears well, recommending itself, as it does, by the 
variety and interesting character of its contents, and the excellent style of the 
Burlington Press. I could not but rejoice at the sight of this new aid in the great 
work of converting the world to God. What a powerful instrument may it 
become in the hands of the Great Head of the Church, for restoring to her the 
spirit of Apostolic feeling and action, imbuing her with that largeness of faith, 
that wide, universal love, that ardor of holy enterprize, which marked the 
season of her prime, ‘The oft quoted sentiment of your own, is strictly just— 
“To imbue men thoroughly with the Missionary spirit, we must acquaint them 
intimately with the Missionary enterprize.” Nothing more than this, I be- 
lieve, is needed, with the Divine blessing, to render our beloved Church in spi-

One feature of the journal I cannot forbear to notice more particularly, It 
promises tu lay before the Church the proceedings of the two Committees. 
This, I think, is not done by any other Missionary Society. And yet, how con- 
sonant it is with the spirit of the great principle upon which our own Mission- 
ary organization is reared! The Church is the Missionary Society. Every 
member of the Church is a member of this Society, and is, therefore, person- 
ally interested in all its operations, and should be made acquainted with them.

No one, we are sure, can 
read it, and not be deeply affected by the associations which it will 
suggest. Nor can any one remain in doubt, who reads it, that the 
master key, to wake the heart of Christian Greece to nobler efforts 
than have yet immortalized her ancient name, is fairly in our hands. 
May we have grace to use it well! ‘Debtors,’ as St. Paul was, 
‘*to the Greeks,’’ may we emulate his zeal, his boldness, his self- 
denial, in our efforts for its discharge! And from that newer world, 
which Plato may have dreamed of, as his fair Atlantis, may vir- 
tue, through the blessed Cross, go forth, that shall approve the 
Gospel, both to Greeks and Jews, the power of God, and the wis- 
dom of God! The superscription of the letter which we give be- 
low, is thus—Zo the very Reverend and very Venerable Mr. Ro- 
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bertson, the director of the Press, for the American Society for 
useful books, and our very beneficent Father, with humble salu- 
tations. 


Very Reverend, very venerable and very beneficent Sir, Mr. J. J. Robertson, 
with gratitude and deep humility we offer the salutations due to your excellent 
reverence, and, with the requisite respect, kiss your sacred right hand. 

Your transmission of learned and useful works to cities having institutions 
for education, is esteemed by all, truly a great benefit: inasmuch as, forsooth, 
the books thus distributed become, humanly speaking, a spiritual remedy, (ac- 
cording to the ancient phrase,) to the souls of youth; and, on account of this 
work, so pleasing to God, which you gencrously and philanthropically accom- 
plish, you are worthy to be acknowledged by us as the benefactor of the human 
race. But the greatness of the benefit is still more elevated, if you take mea- 
sures to pour out the heavenly dews of similar useful spiritual books, also upon 
the smaller towns, such as that where we, your humble servants, dwell, who 
are thirsting, (although surrounded by dreadful billows of circumstances of 
the present life, raging like the sea,) to water for ever our humble youth, with 
the sprinkling of living water, of sowing words from books, (both in reference 
to our Hellenic School, and to that now, through Divine mercy, established for 
mutual instruction, called Doucal,)*—obeying the divine word of our Lord in 
the Gospels, where he says, “meditate the Scriptures &c. &c. But that 
which in your benefaction towards us, is judged especially great and worthy of 
admiration, is your having bestowed so liberally this wealth of the soul and 
this spiritual treasure, in so benevolent a manner also upon our humble native 
land, at the first suppliant voice and earnest request of our very zealous and 
patriotic fellow countryman, and, according to his ability, benefactor, Doucas 
P, Konsta—so that we exceedingly admire, and highly celebrate your kind- 
ness, since, according to the adage, “the deed followed close upon the word.” 
And you have enriched our poor library (which, for many years past, through 
our straitened circumstances and poverty, has been clad in tattered garments,) 
with the purple and splendid robes of the books sent to us—and now it has 
begun to be dazzled with its own metamorphosis, through such divine beauty. 
Since then, we have been deemed worthy of such liberal gifts from your benevo- 
lent kindness, what envy can hinder us, or, to speak more closely, what duty 
and what justice do not impel us to acknowledge with loud voice, your benefi- 
cence! Away all envy! Let justice fully stand forth! This truly alone, 
urges us to lift the voice of praise, and to utter expressions of gratitude to your 
benevolent reverence. May our benefactor, then, live long, secure and happy 
years, that good deeds may still be extended by him to those who are in need, 
and that the streams of beneficence to the human race, may still more be poured 
out. We are indeed most grateful, but being poor, and incapable of offering a 
requital, we hold out to your excellence, only the God who dwells on high, 
Him we constitute our security, that he may render you his infinite favors in the 
kingdom of Heaven,—as he has promised by his mouth, that cannot lie, saying, 
“ Well done, good and faithful servant, thou hast been faithful in a few things, 
I will make thee ruler over many things, enter thou into the joy of thy Lord ! 
That we may present, however, some little proof, also, of our inexpressible grat- 
itude for your kindness and benevolence, we send you, through our beloved 
brother and fellow countryman Mr. Doucas P. Konsta, (by whom your present 
benefaction has been conveyed to us,) a pamphlet regarding our community, 
and for the gratification of your curiosity, having prepared catalogues of the 
youth studying in the Hellenic school, and that of mutual instruction, called 
Doucal, we enclose them in our present; and we beseech you to accept both as 
evidences of our inexpressible gratitude and inward good will. ‘These expres-

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sions duty imperiously demands of us, May your years from Heaven be very 
many, very happy, and very secure.

THE MONTHLY MISSIONARY LECTURE. 


As illustrative of the working, in a single parish, of the monthly 
Missionary Lecture, we take the following from ‘the Missionary.” 
The sum received is not important. It is the principle at which 


we look. 
MISSIONARY LECTURE IN ST. MARY’S, BURLINGTON, N. J. ° 

In agreement with the recommendation of the Pastoral Letter, the first Mis- 
sionary Lecture in this parish, took place on Saturday evening, the 2d January. 
It was well attended, and regarded as of most useful tendency. In is character 
it was chiefly introductory, presenting the privilege of the members of the 
Church to engage with their divine Head in the extension of his peaceful king- 
dom—the history of Missions in the Protestant Episcopal Church in the Unit- 
ed States—the nature and working of the present Missionary organization— 
the state and prospects of our several Missions, at home and abroad—and the 
mode in which the pastoral and parochial influence may best be brought in aid 
of the Board of Missions, and its Committees, At the conclusion, some in- 
teresting incidents were stated, chiefly from the history of the Moravian Missions. 
One was, in substance, this:—In the year 1769, the Unity, (so the Moravian 
communion is denominated, from its ancient name Unitas Fratum, United Breth- 
ren,) were in debt, from losses and other causes, one hundred and fifty thousand 
pounds, At Herrnhut, twenty unmarried females took up the subject, and ad- 
dressed a letter to the congregation. They recommended that the debt be re- 
garded as due from the Unity, not from the several congregations which com- 
pose it; they called on every member to exert himself to do his part; they re- 
gretted their own inability to do any thing considerable to lessen the debt of 
the Unity, (‘that is,” say they, “owr own dedt;”) and offered in conclusion, 
“cheerfully to sacrifice and dispose of all unnecessary articles, such as gold 
and silver plate, watches, rings, trinkets, and jewelry of every kind, for the pur- 
pose of establishing a sinking fund; on condition that all the members of the 
Church every where, 1ich and poor, old and young, assent to the proposal.”— 
Tn less than a year, £3500 were collected in this way ; of which “the single 
sisters” gave £1300. In six years, the sinking fund had a capital of £25,000, 
and the debt was lessened by £44,000.—We do not know that it was prompted 
at all by the Lecture; but among the “ Offerings of the Church,” on the next 
morning, were two special offerings of five dollars each. We do know that 
such a lecture is most acceptable to the people. We do believe that such a 
lecture in every parish, would produce results as striking as those stated of the 
Moravians, Has not our Church a debt, due “to the Greek and to the Bar- 
barian?” Is it not literally the debt of the Church—*that is, our own debt 2” 
Shall we not assume it? Shall we not give up our superfluities towards its 
payment? 


FRUITS OF A MISSIONARY LECTURE. 


Tt was the object of the second of the monthly Missionary lectures in St. 
Mary’s Church, in this city, on Saturday evening last, to demonstrate the prac- 
ical utility of the Missionary enterprise; and to show how that transformation 
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of character, which, if attempted, has never been effected, by science or philoso- 
phy, or refinement of mind and manners, is daily accomplished, under circum- 
stances the most unfavourable, by the simple preaching of the Gospel. As af- 
fording some of the strongest cases in point, the progress of Christianity in 
New Zealand was referred to; and some remarkable instances were stated of 
conversions among that rude, ferocious, canibal race. Among the “ Offerings 
of the Church” on the next morning—there is no collection made at the lec- 
ture—there were enclosed, with the superscription “ for a Mission to New Zea- 
land,” ten dollars. Thus, have the two Missionary lectures been followed by 
special offerings to the amount of twenty dollars—and that without the slightest 
diminution of the regular contributions. Indeed, when the severity of the season 
is regarded, it may be said that they have rather been increased—the “Offerings 
of the Church” from Saint Mary’s Church, for the last three months, having 
been $77 37, besides what has been contributed as such by the children of the 
Sunday School, ($8 35) making in all $85 72. 

May we not hope that the contribution so unexpectedly, and we may add, so 
providentially made, may prove the uncleus of a Mission, to that miserable race 2 
Great enterprises have sprung from less beginnings. If it should not be so, 
though the donor is not known, consent may doubtless be obtained to convert 
the offering to some kindred purpose. Meanwhile, what reckoning can esti- 
mate the blessings which the piety that prompted it may procure, through the 
continual intercession of the Saviour, for that barbarian people. The prayers 
of Cornelius went up, with his alms, for a memorial before God; and it may be, 
that, in his gracious providence, for whose law the isles do wait, the “memorial” 
is now written, that the New Zealand savage shall receive the Gospel at our 
hands, and rejoice for the consolation. Hasten it, Lord, in thine own time! 


MORE FRUITS OF A MISSIONARY LECTURE. 


We have twice recorded the increase of the “ Offerings of the Church” in 
St. Mary’s, Burlington, in connection with the two Missionary lectures in that 
parish. The third was held on Saturday evening, March 5, and on the follow- 
ing morning, among the “ offerings,’ was a special contribution of ten dollars, 
marked “for the Persian Mission.” Thus have the three lectures, besides the 
imterest which we know they have excited in the subject, and the prayers which 
we hope they have prompted for the cause, procured, from unknown sources, 
and without diminishing the usual contributions, thirty dollars for the treasury 
of the Lord. In each case that we have recorded, the bounty was unexpected, 
and we have supposed that each one would be the last, We now begin to 


cherish better hopes,
